| proceed now to examine, what Obli- 
gation they are alſo under te pray for her 
preſent Majefty by Name, 7 meas legal 0b- 
ligation , and this is occaſion'd by that 
Branch of their Anſwer to the Libel; which 
ſays, th3* they are not under any Obliga- 
tion of L: topray for the Queen Nomi- 


I ( Think, 1 clear'd it up in the laft Paper, 


natim, The whole Foundation, upon which 
this Pretence js grounded, ſo far as I have 
ſeen it, is, That there is no expreſs Law 
direQting it, during the Reign of the pre- 
ſert QUEEN. 

For this we are to examine the Allega- 
tions of the Libelz Viz. That it is the Com» 
mand of the Scripture, that publick Pray- 
ers are to be made for Kings and All in Au- 
thority z and that therefore by the Laws of 
G OD they are bound to pray for Queen 
ANNE, Her Majefty being the only- Per- 
ſon in ſupream Authority in this Kingdom. 
Now that the Government has a Right to 
expe equal Regard from the Subjets of 
the preſent Conſtitution, as of the 1aft Go- 
vernment demanded, is no Queſtion 3 yet 1 
readily acknowledge, the Epiſcops} Clergy 
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in Scotland could not legally be indifted, im- 
priſon'd or puniſh'd for not praying for the 
Qneen' by Name, there being no expreſs 
L:w to enjoyn i'z yet as the ereCting 
of Meetings for ſeparate Worſhip has no 
legal Authoii:y ia Sc:tlund, fo the net 
praying for the Qugecn by Name being a1 
Afﬀ ont to her M3j-fty's Perſon and. Au- 
thority, it is a ſufficient Ground for the 
Government to with-draw that Lenity, un» 
der which they took the Liberty that was 
now compl:in'd of, 

Ja the next Place the Circumſtance ex- 
Plzin3 the Caſe. For that they, who firk 
diſown the Queen, by retuling wo ſwear Ale 
legiance to her, cannot, when they pray 
for the QUEEN indefinitely, no not with 
the largeſt Charity, be ſuppos'd to mean 
Queen ANNE, whom tiey.do 8ct acknow- 
ledze to be a Queen. 

I hail not pretend to condemn that Part 
of the Anſwer of the Clergy az Equivocal 
but 1 would ask no more in Point of Debate, 
than to appeal to their Hearers, whether 
they underftand thzm of her preſent Ma- 
j-Ry or rotz aud I might appeal to them- 
ſelves, if it were fair to- ask them to accuſe 
themſclves, whether by the Queen and the 
Royal Family, they ought to be ſuppos'd to 
mean a P-iſon, whoſe Right they will nat 
acknowledge, and to whom they will not 
iwtar Allcgiance. 


If their Meaning were clear and fingle, 


they could by no m-ans ſatisfe themfelves 
tolie under the Snſpicion of a Thing, which 
ſuch a Trifle would cl:ar upz and if they 
only ſcrupled pravirg for the Queen by 
Name, it might aſh them if they had ever 
been heard praying tor, or' giving GOD 
Thanks for a Proteſtant Queen 
Ay erfie Diſtintion to bave clear'd up ſo great 
a Clamour But the Truth is— What I 
ſhall not make a Charge of againſt them, it 
fiands too clear, and ſome of them have 
Honefty enough not to make it a Secret—— 


Mean tim2 the: honefteſt Plea of all of- 
them, which was that of Mr. Fames Gra- 


bame, explains this Matter, and tells us the 
true M-aving, viz that they refuſe to own 
the Queen, and that they will cot pray for 
her M:j-Rty as Quzenz and thence I think, 
it- may without injuring them be infer'd, 


thatthey dpnot mean Queen ANNE, when : 
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they pray for the the QUEEN. Since this: 
Gentleman in reading the Prayers in the
